Little effect can-as yet be noticed 


in the lessening of the number of 
births" in Madison due1 to the war. 
The last: monthly "report'of the city 
^health department, for July, 19i», 
shows' that the 'births during that 
tima totaled 75, the deaths 39; and 
the mairiagea- 381 . 
Hundreds of young men have gone 


fromM.adison to,the,war front since 
a year ago, and': yet the birth rate 
remain* practically i unaltered. 
This 


fact is arrived at by the use of 191 i 
figures which-include 867 births, 352 
marriages, and 412 deaths. 
Seven-, 


ty-two of-the;Utter were people of 
other, cities, and 'the number of 
births, 852 marriages and 412 deaths. 
Seventy-two of the latter were, peo- 
ple from other cities, and the num- 
ber of births included 141 registra- 
tions which some doctor* had neg- 
lected to make during two previous 
years 
The true number of births 


was thecrfore, 835. This divided by 
12 gives approximately 69 as. a 
monthly average. 
- 
The birth rates of France, Eng- 


land and Germany showed a large 
decline within one year after they 
declared war. 
The birth rate of 


France decreased 50 percent; Eng- 
land 30. per cent, and Germany (ac- 
cording to Swiss reports) 20 per 
cent. 
During the year ending December, 


1916, Madison records, show that 
there were 773 births, 420 marriages, 
and 431 deaths; in December, 1917, 
figures read as given above. 
The 


increase in the birth rate from 1916 
to 1917 was, therefore, 8 per cent; 
the decrease .in marriage rat* was 
16 per cent; and the decrease in 
death rate was 4 per cent. 


The problem of the allied govern- 


ments has been to keep the birth 
rate ahead of the death rate, and in 
every instance the birth rate hag far 
exceeded the' death rate. What the 
records will show a year from now 
cannot be estimated, but experts are 
agreed that if it is anything like 
that of the present, we should have 


o fear of the depletion of the Amer- 
c'an race in spite of the fact that so 
many young men of marriageable 


g«s are leaving the country.

CHICAGO — Secretary of 
the 


Treasury Wiiiiam G. MeAdoo is 
firmly for a tax which will eliminate 
war profiteering. ' He regards this 
as the most essential feature of the 
new revenue bill and will use all his- 
efforts upon'his return to Washing- 
ton next Monday to have incorporat- 
ed in the home bill a proviso taxing 
war profit* 30 per cent. 
This, in 


his opinion, is more than fair to 
manufacturers and others -who de- 
rive profit from the war, and he 
made this statement yesterday in no 
unmistakable terms. 


In addition ho made public a tele- 


gram from Chairman Kitchin of the 
hou»e ways and means committee 
from Glacier Park, Aug. 4, which 
urges the tax in the strongest pos- 
sible manner. 


Th telegram 21 as follows: 
"Roper hw advised me of his talk 


with you Wednesday last. I great- 
ly appreciate assurance you gave 
him of your desire to meet as far as 
you possibly can the views of the 
treasury. 
I should bo very sorry 


to have progress on the revenue bill 
delayed for confcronCB concerning 
war profit tax as 1 understand you 
suggest. 
"This is « matter whicn has en- 


gaged my earnest thought and in 
order that you may know my views 
without delay I take thel iberty of 
telegraphing to confirm and rein- 
dorse the program outlined in my 
letter to you of June 6 and to ex- 
press the conviction that the pro- 
gram is sound and reasonable. 


"1 earnestly hope that it may com- 


mend itself to yon and the commit- 
tee. 
I regard the war profit tax 


as an integral and indispensable part 
of that program. 
"As a result of the farther consid- 


eration of the subject which has 
been given *jnce I wrote you, I am 
confirmed in my opinion th»t a flat 
war profits tax of 80 per cent should 
b» imposed. 
Of cotu-se, ample safe- 


guards should be provided against 
hardships in extraordinary cases in 
the application of such a rate. 


"The adoption of an 80 per cent 


war profit tax should render unnec- 
essary, and I believe undesirable, 
any increase in the existing excess 
profits tax rate. 
It is my strong 


conviction that the taxation of gen- 
uine war profits is the only way to 
reach real war profiteering, and that 
it is at the same time a thoroughly 
justifiable measure upon economic 
grounds as well as a certain and in- 
dispensable producer of a large part 
of the required revenue. 


"The patriotic producers of Amer- 


ica should be content if one-fifth of 
their war 
profits are secured -to 


them, especially when we railoct that 
the men who are fighting and dying 
in France to sav the liberties of 
those who stay at homo and to make 
it possible for them to continue in 
buainess are limited by act of con- 
gnu to 1396 per year for their serv- 
ices and have to give their blood in 
th« bargain. 


Should we be more partial and 


tender to those who are protected 
in safety at home than we are to 
tho»e who make the supreme sacri- 
fice* for us on the field of battle?"
